crime, for a physician to allow a hope- 
lessly sick and agonized patient to lin- 
ger on in excruciating pain.

My reverence for 
life is so deep, my sympathy so intense 
that I would have hopelessly afflicted 
humanity go painlessly from life, the 
way made so by physicians’ aid, if need 
be.

“Humane Law Needed.” 
‘There was in 1901 a Dill introduced 
in the Parliament of Saxony, which, 
according to my ideas, was the most 
humane in its purpose of any Dill ever 
It was 
a plea for the hopelessly afficted that 
physicians be legally empowered to 
mercifully disclose the valley of the 
shadow to those suffering death in life 
—victims of terrible and incurable dis- 
ease—whose every breath fs agony, and 
who wish for it. Would that’ every 
lawmaking tody would pass such a hu- 
vaane bill. Those wishing a peaceful 
death could, while in health, give ex- 
pression to that wish in writing, sign- 
ing in the presence of witnesses. State 
or municipal authorities could appoint a 
number of physicians to be present to 
nerform the merciful act of administer- 
ing an anesthétic when death was com- 
ing slowly and agonizingly. 

“There could be no possibility of 
wrongdoing as has been offered in ob- 
jection. if such precautionary measures 
as I have suggested were. made’ com- 
pulsory. 

“Had we such a merciful law, another 
chilling recital would have been spared 
readers, and an easy death would have 
been that poor Louis Julllotte, who was 
struck by a train and died four days 
after at our city hospital. He had a 
fractured leg, five fractured ribs, a 
crushed chest and a crushed spine. The 
highest law is the law of mercy.

NO RECORD TO BE MADE 
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By Wire from the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Dec L—tThere is not 
even a remote probability that the 
United States Senate will take action 
in any kind of effort to purge itself of 
the odium brought on that body 
through the alleged misconduct of Sen- 
ators Burton, Mitchell, Dépew, Platt of 
New York or other member. 

There is no disposifion to depart from 
precedent, and the Senate will wait un- 
til the law works out its own course in 
the matter of isurton and Mitchell and 
popular sentiment determines the 
stutus of Depew and Platt. 

Lurton and Mitchell have been warned 
to absent theiuiselves from all sessions 
of the Senate and to make no attempt 
to preside over the committees of which 
they are chairmen. 

They have been told that their ap- 
pearance in the chamber might compel 
ihe Senate to take cognizance of their 
alleged offenses and force an action be- 
fore the law had run its course. 

Both are under sentence of fine and 
imprisonment for violations of the law. 
Both have appealed to the highest 
courts. 

When the last tribunal shall have 
tinally passed confirmation of these sen- 
iences the statuies will become autlv- 
matic and both seats w@l be vacunt. 
The minute either Senator. Burton or 
| Mitchell shall begin serving a sentence 
of imprisonment he will cease, under 
ihe law, to be a@ senator, and no acilou 
of the Senate will be required to expel 
nim. 

The Governor of Kansas or Oregon 
could either appoint his successor or 
call the Legislature to elect him, as he 
saw proper. 

Expulsion Reselution Unnecessary. 


The Senate might pass a resolution of 
expulsion, but this would not be nec- 
essary. When Senator Burton was first 
sentenced to serve six months’ impris- 
onment in the Iron ‘County (Missouri) 
Jail a number of leading senatorg. con- 
ferred on the subject and decided that 
action by the Senate should be taken 
beyond insisting that; Mr. Burton ab- 
sent himself until his status should be 
determined. 

It was held that the law was auto- 
matic, and that the Senate need not 
make a record of his conduct, and that 
by ignoring it no blemish would attaeh 
to the Senate, but only to the Senator 
charged with misconduct. 

This view Is still maintained. 

In the meantime Mr. Burton has not 
|}been in the Senate chamber. He was 
not ‘permitted to vote of the statehood 
bill of last session, .alithough his pres- 
ence would have changed the entire sit- 
uation, giving the friends of statehood

guin for the Erie. The pteliminary estimates 
of cash changes today will show undoubtedly 
a loss in cash by the banks. It is rumored 
from London that the Balfour ministry will 
resign today. It is not. decided, apparently, 
whether the King will call on the Liberals 
to form a cabinet at once or whether the 
present ministry will appeal direct to the 
country. The result of the general election 
will be undoubtedly the retufn of the Liberals 
to: power.
